2 Good Wells
Show Oil Zone
Swings South

Sentinel and Superior Get
1000-Barrel Producers
South of Tracks

Two new oil wells in the south-
ern part of the Joughin ranch were
brought in late last week for more
than 1000-barrel 'production and
revived speculation as to the loca-
tion of the oil field’s southern
limits. .

The Sentinel Oil Company com-
pleted Joughin No. 12 at 3834 feet
for 1100-barrel production, and the
Superior brought in Torrance No.
49 for 1000 barrels' from 3835 fect.
Both wells are south of the nta
e tracks.

They prove that the southern
half of the Joughin lease is even
better than the northern half and
establish the fact that the forma-
tion takes a swing to the south in
the eastern part of the field.

The Superior brought in a 700-
barrel producer north of the tracks
when Torrance No. 50 was com-
pleted at 3840 feet.

Other new completions were:
Chanslor-Canfield Midway Oil Com-
pany, Dal Amo No. 23, 300 barrels
at 3660 feet; Del Amo No. 24, 250
barrels at 3660 feet; Del Amo No.
250 barrels at 3660 feet; Stand-
d 0Oil Company, Sentinel-Joughin
No. 7, 400 barrels at 3820 fee
Sentincl-Joughin No.. 8,.250 barrels
at 3830 feet; Sentinel-Joughin No.
10, 110 barrels at 3802 feet.

The new C.-C. 0. producers
are just west of Madrona avenue,
and the Standard's three new wells
are on the Joughin property leased
by Standard from Sentinel.

The Standard Ol Company's
Weston No. 1 is down below 4700
feet, with no .important showings.

North of Torrance on Western
avenue, the Chanslor-Canfield Mid-
way Oil Company is drilling ahead
with Franeis No. 1, having aban-
doned a decision to land water
string.  The bottom of the hole is
nearing the 6000-foot level,

The company decided last week
to land 83 -inch water string at
about 3860 feet, but when part of
the casing was in the holo the crew
received orders to pull it out and
continue drilling ahead.
